The Cable News. 

The Prussians have halted in their vic- 
wriuus maten upon Paris. Ihe whole ar- 
my bad advanced to within twenty five miles 
of the che city when it was stopped at the 
request of Bismarck to await the result of 
the peace movement inaugurated by Aus- 
tria and Russie. An armistice of fifteen 
days is spoken o, which, if effected, will 
probably open the way to peace, In the 
meanwhile, however, Prussia is inundatiog 
France with ber solders. The last 
available man has been hurried to the front, 
and ihe Germans persevere in their determin- 
ation to exact a terrible and humiliating 
peace from their encient enemy. Bismarck, 
it is said, would be satisfied with the neutral- 
ization of Meiz and Strasbourg, but the Ger- 
man people clamer for Alsace and Loraine, 
while King William declares that he will dic- 
tate peace from the Tuileries. It is ‘evident 
that, having. bumiliated Napoleon into 
friendship, he desires to reinstate him upon 
the throne of Imperial France. 

Next in importance to the war are the 
events transpiring in Italy. Victor Emanuel 
has crossed his army over the Papal frontier 
and is pusbing it rapidly upon Rome with the 
intention of making the Eternal City the 
capital of bis kingdom. Without the hope 
of foreign aid, and utterly powerless in Itself, 
the temporal power of the Pope is almost a 
thing of the past. The cardinals have already 
made overtures to the King, and it is probable 
that the Papal authorities will succumb with- 
out a show of resistance.
